AT FETTER HOME 



After deliberating only twenty min- 
ute* a Jury in the Boyd Circuit Court 
at C«,tlettab«rg returned a verdict of 
"not gtitlty? In the caae of City bourne 
Hurhei Iind Albert Darby fbr killing 
Cliui iinond on the lawn 6f thd' 

real. i. IK u |,ioperty of Dr. and lir*. S. 
P. Fetter in Aehland. 

The shooting occurred about 8 a. m. 
on August 17th. The two men named 
abovo were employed a.% guards be- 
cause of a blackmailing letter received 
a few days previous, demanding $10,000 
and threatening to dynamite the home 
and moJm John Mayo and his sister 
Margaret If the money were not deliv- 
ered at a certain place wltliln a week. 

The evidence at the trial showed that 
Hammtmd was shot after he had en- 
tered the Fetter grounds and refused 
to halt when commanded to do so. The 
man fell at a point 21 feet Inside the 
yard, under a deep shade. He waa 
removed to a hospital and died a few 
hours later. A physician and an bfllcer 
questioned him, but he declined to ex- 
plain hla preaenoe on the grounds at 
that hour or to make an^ «tatement 
about the affair, although he was con- 
scious until the end. It la generally 
believed he was the author of the let- 
ter. 

Hughes and Darby are young men 
of excellent character and reputation.

It was never 
1>ls enough to Justify a howl, being 
only one-fourth as much as the debt 
of Atlanta, or Louisville, or a number 
■ of cities of about that class. New 
York city's indebtedness is sixty times 
as great as that of Kentucky. Very 
few states have as small a debt as 
•' Kentuck y. 

One body of organised labor in ses-

Stop, Read and ThinkI 
All la well with a country where 
Ita chief goes freely to its inhabitants 
and In person explains pending pol- 
iciea and proposed aotiona. Thia hap< 
py condition is all the more empha- 
aised when eameet, reapectful atten- 
tion is paid to his addr e ssee by the 
people and there la a complete sink 
ing of partisan feeling. The tour of 
Fiasident Woodrow Wilson on behalf 
of tho ratiflcation of the world peace 
treaty Is therefore to be regarded as 
a comforting and aaauring augury for 
the future. 

Out of thia appeal may come a wel 
come end to the delay and a decision 
that will satisfy because it will repre 
sent the majority sentiment of the 
country. If it should go agaiqst him, 
as did his appeal last year tor a sym 
pathetic Congresa, it will still be a tIc- 
tory for demoertatie government, even 
though it destroys his fUne In leader- 
ship. 

Nothing is more certain than tho old 
saying that all disputes and troublus 
arise from misunderataoding. It Is th« 
view of the President that the tieagus 
of Nations is at the bottom of the op 
position that has been manlfeste.1. Hit 
belief is that orriolal and expert cx 
planatlon such as he is quall9od to 
make Will remove these urged objec 
tions. He goes forth, as he said in his 
opening speech, not to debate the ques 
tlon, but to expound the treaty. If 
this will serve to dear ^way the mis 
understanding, hla m'iaalon will deserve 
to be called \M3 and truly etateaman- 
like. 

Already he has given the facts re- 
garding Shantung and has flat'y as- 
serted that Japan will assuredly and 
'in a short time return that peninsula 
to the sovereignty of the Chinoee re 
public. Reference haa been had 10 the 
Irish republic's claim* and the ex< 
planatlon made that the Congrein of 
Paris was. of necessity, compellel to 
deal only with the matters that arose 
out of the war with Germany and her 
allies. Assuredly even De Valera will 
not contend that Ireland's eaae came 
within this category. 

What appeals most to the average 
man is the demand of the President 
to the opponents of the tr«aty that 
they present a better plan the pre 
servatlon of the peace of mankind or 
cease their bickering. The country, 
using a term bom of the war. Is fed up 
on criticism of a destructive character 
and hungry for constructive sugges- 
tions. On the whole it may be safely 
said it is weary of the subject In gen- 
efal and longs for action tliat will end 
the debate at Washington and in lea- 
aer (onima. 

To the American-reading public no 
better advice can be given than to 
follow the I'resident'a recommenda- 
tion that tnc treaty be read oaratully 
and that his npeeehM, as pnblishad by 
the daily |i:'«>t<s be given calm consid- 
eration In connection with tho terms 
of that instrument. E^rery man must 
remind hiioasM that progreaa I* the 
reault of n.*f;rmatlve action. Oppoal- 
tlon, wni'e stimulative, will not sav? 
the world nor will mere noisy ntxa- 
tlona orpt'uct the policies of man- 
kind. SuapanalM of ai'enti'>n to the 
discussions at 'WlMhington, it is be- 
lieved, will be benefloial to the public, 
if, on the other hand. It will give heed 
to the expounding of the terms of the 
treaty upon which the Pri'slclent Is 
now engaged, ^y the time ho leturns 
to the capltol there ahould 'le ai rang- 
ed a final vote ao that diapoaltinns ^or 
the future mAy promptly be m.viv.— 
Cincinnati Bnquirar.
